TILDEN'S LETTER.
When Governor Hayes wrote bis

letter of acceptance of the nomination
for the Presidency, there was no un-

certain souud in it Every body un-

derstood it, and there could be no
Question as to the position either of

the Republican party or the Republi
can Candidate. In fact they were so
well understood, that Tilden in hU let
ter of acceptance, adverted to the mat
ter in such a way as to disparage
pledges which time and circumstances
might make it necessary to change.

Ia view of that declaration, how does

the following sound. It occurs in his

ietter last week, on Southern claims:
Should I be elected president, the

Drovisions of the fourteenth amend
ment will, so far as depends on me, be
maintained, executed, and enforced in
oerfect and absolute good faith. No
rebel debt will be assumed or paid.
No claim lor loss or emancipation of
anv slave will be allowed. No claim
for any loss or damage incurred by dis
loyal persons arising iroui tne late war,
whether covered by the fourteenth
amendment or not, will be recognized
or naid. The cotton tax will not be
refunded. I shall deem it

MT DUTY TO VETO EVERY BILL .

Droviding for the assumption or pay
ment of any dfbts, losses, damages,
claims, or for the refunding of any
such tax. The danger to the United
States treasury is not from claims of
persons residing in the southern states
or having property in those states, who
were, or pretended to be, or who, for
the sake of aiding claims, now pretend
to have been loyal to the government
of the union. Such claims, even of
loyal persons, where they are from acts
caused by operations ot war,iiave oeen
disowned by the public law ot civilized
nations, condemned by adjudications
of the supreme court of the United
States, and only find any status by
force of specific legislation of congress.

Here we have this man, who, oa ac
cepting the nomination, averred he
could not pledge himself before an em
ergency occurred, confronted by the
certainty of defeat and forced into
an expression of his determination to
control his party. How much faith
can be placed in his averment may be
surmised from the fact that he swore
to income returns which hare been
proven false. This iu itself is sufficient
tostullify him as a witness. But he
was a strong resumptiouist, and went
so far as to nrge upon the New York
Legislature the passage of a law requir
ing the payment of taxes in gold, after
Jan. 1st 1879, and that law remains
unrepealed. He found an emergency
wheu accepting the nomination for
the Presidency and swallowed his re
sumption principles so there was not a
vestige left. Elsewhere will be found
an item wherein it is shown that Mr.
Tilden violated the "pledge of his sa
cred honor," wuen interest or "emer
geucy" offered the opportunity.
then he neither regards the ' 'pledge of
his sacred honor," adheres to his pro
fessed principles of resumption, or can
be relied npon on oath, of what earth
Ijlgood is such a pledge as the above?

But we desire to a--k Mr. Tilden, or
any of his friends, wherein is there any
security in the above, that thee lass of
claims to which he alludes which "only
find any status by force of specific
legislation of Congress," will not be
paid, or will be vetoed. It is under
this class of bills, that the great evils
the American people dread are to come
upon us. and against w hich there is
not a scintilla of proof, either in Til
den's letter or anything he has ever
done orsaid. that will warrant the be
lief that he will stand up against his
party and veto bills of the character
referred. There are now before Con
gress two bills in relation to Southern
claims, under either of which claims
enough will be tramped up, if they are
given "any status by force of specific
legislation," to swamp the United
States Treasury and incur a debt
greater than tlwt imposed by the war. of
One of those, introduced by Mr. Rid to
die, of Tennessee, is eutitled "A bill
directing compensation to be allowed
for the use md occupation of property
by the United States Army daring the
late war." Its text is as follows

Be it enacted by the Senate and
House of Representative of the United be
States of America in Congress assem
bled, that tne Secretary of War be, and

hereby authorized to allow reason
able compensation to all citizens of the
United States for the nse and occupa-
tion of their property bj the United
States Army, or any part thereof, dur-
ing the late civil war, ia the same in
manner and under the same regula-
tions as compensation is now allowed
for quartermaster stores used by said
army. Provided, however, that the
affidavit of the claimant, supported by
the competent testimony of any reput
able citizen, shall be sufficient proof to
establish the Tact ol the use and occu-
pation of such property by said army.
But it is not the intention of the act

limit the parties to the amount of
proof herein specified, but other and theadditional testimony may be taken to
establish the fact of the nse and occu the
pation and the rental value of the
property occupied.
